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U.S. students ask, 
Pope Paul reappeals 
for Vietnam cease-fire 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul VI, at the — 
direct request of about 150 American youths 
studying in Rome, has called for a cease-fire in 
Vietnam and serious negotiations to end the 
‘murderous and senseless destruction’”’ there.

The Pope’s appeal came in reply to a letter 
from students attending the Rome Center of 
Loyola University of Chicago. It was one of the 
longest speeches he has ever delivered in 
English. 


The 74-year-old pontiff, appearing fatigued 
from a long week of public appearances that 
included a May Day address, called for ‘‘rapid, 
sincere and effective’’ negotiations to end the 
Vietnam war. 


“WE EXPRESS the hope that on both sides the 
operations of war will come to an end, that noble 
and generous proposals for rapid, sincere and 
effective negotiations for a cease-fire and for 
peace will prevail over every other interest and 
that, in this way, an honorable and peaceful 
solution be made possible,” he said. 


Pope Paul said that he would be shirking his 
duties and obligations if he did not make a strong 
appeal for peace at this time. 


The students in their appeal asked the pontiff 
to restate his ‘“‘numerous pleas for peace,”’ 
deploring what they termed the ‘unfortunate 
and costly escalation in seemingly -endless 
violence of the war in Southeast Asia.”

Growing rapidly in the U.S. and Canada over 
the last four to five years with the advent of 
Jesus People, neo-Pentecostalism, new 
theatrical and musical treatments of Jesus 
Christ, and even underground newspapers, the 
“new evangelism”’ has been lauded, lampooned 
and lashed. But the phenomenon, as some critics 
call it, persists. 


KEYING ON PERSONAL commitment to the 
person of Jesus and involving a new emphasis on 
Scripture, prayer and ‘‘things of the Spirit,’ the 
revivalist movements shun institutional religion 
for the most part but, in some cases, are looking 
toward structural renewal.

Bishop warns of future without state aid —

Notre Dame of the West 


It was unwise, to say the least, for the University of 
San Diego to try to become the ‘‘Notre Dame of the 
West”’ in football. But that attempt was made some 
years ago, soon after it started on the hill in Alcala 
Park. The costly venture was soon doomed to financial 
failure. 


Now there is yet another attempt to put the college 
on the football map — after a couple of years of 
abortive attempts to get going with ‘‘club’’ football. 
Andy Vinci, who has a useful line of credentials as a 
Catholic coach, is trying to inject spirit into a venture 
under the NCAA rules. In about 13 weeks he hopes he 
can get 3,000 families to take $12 season tickets (for 
‘all in the family’) to provide the foundation for a 
first season. 


This new venture is not financially supported by the 
USD administration, not even the coach’s salary. With 
$10,000 from student funds, a lot of hope and some 
gifts, Coach Vinci is preparing the old ground on the 
hill, fencing and lighting it, and getting the players 
motivated. 


Now he needs the commumity. I have never been 
truly convinced that football should be USD’s strong 
sport — since tennis, golf, swimming, surfing and 
others are more endemic to Southern California. But I 
suppose spectator sports are still in demand or else 
50,000 would not pack San Diego Stadium for the 
Chargers, even if they don’t for the Padres.

Always more than we... 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about the special qualities, the 
charisma, of men in positions of 
leadership, particularly in the Church. 


With the life-style and spirituality of 
priests and religious now being sub- 
jected to microscopic inspection — by 
frequently untutored eyes — they must 
sometimes long for the old days when 
the ‘‘faithful’ accepted them 
unquestioningly. 


It was, of course, simpler then. 
Priests and nuns seemed so far 
removed from our daily life, their 
involvement in the troubles which 
devastated us appeared to be so 
detached, that we felt they belonged to 
another world. 


IT WAS MORE comfortable to think 
so, because it imposed upon us no 
obligation to a similar Christian 
commitment. Daily prayer, personal 
commitment and a life of apostolate 
were admirable in the context of 
religious communities, but generally 
speaking, somewhat unrealistic in 
‘real life.’ 


The focus has changed over the post- 
Vatican II years. Suddenly we find that 
dedication and spirituality must also be 
attributes of the lay state. After all, the 
Christian vocation is the same for all! 


But is it? What is it that imparts that 
special charisma to the priesthood? 
What is the ‘‘character”’ of the priest? 
There is an indefinable condition that 
touches the consciousness of us “lay 
people’’ often only in the response it 
evokes in us. 


THROUGH THE last few years we 
have been subjected to stories, reports, 
data and evidence of good priests and 
activist priests, alcoholic priests and 
those with a leaning towards the “‘fair 
sex.’’ Someone is constantly examining 
conservative priests’ or way-out 
priests, casual priests or dedicated 
priests — even “‘un-Christian”’ priests. 


Not only, it appears, are priests not 
saints, they are equally as frail and 
human as we! And yet, if we are

honest, we have to admit that they are 
always more than we. 


However it may cause us chagrin, 
there is a quality in priesthood which. 
however flawed the human vessel, 
demands at the very least, our respect. 
At the most, it elicits our love. 


OF THE SCORES, even hundreds of 
priests who have passed through my 
life, with greater or lesser impact, I 
can think of none in whom this ‘‘mark”’ 
was absent. 


However much angered, indignant or 
“turned off,’’ I may have been on oc- 
casion, the time has always come when 
that familiar sense of recognition, of 
compassion, of reaching out to touch a 
depth beyond my own experience has 
disarmed and humbled me. 


Dedication in any form is_ both 
chastening and inspiring to witness, 
but the profound search for Christian 
maturity in the ministry, the effort to 
configuration with Christ, in the full 
spotlight of leadership, must surely be 
the most moving. 


‘NO PROFESSION is more aware of 
personal failure than the priesthood. 
There are always those they do not 
reach. There is always the example 
they failed to give. There is the ever-- 
present truth that they are not yet fully 
Christ. 


But the acceptance of personal 
failure is a pre-requisite for the life of 
faith. The awareness of one’s own 
inadequacy finds resolution only in 
self-donation to Christ. And hope, 
which is the mainspring of Christian 
life, is fostered in its true sense, only in 
the recurring death and resurrection of 
spiritual growth. 


Often unaware of 


these men are activated by the 
movement of the Holy Spirit to give 
witness of their vocation in the very 
struggle to follow it.

A social commentator recently said that if you .

Fathers having 
babies at Mercy 
these day, too 


AT MERCY Hospital, fathers are becoming 
increasingly involved in the birth of their babies. 
They attend a prescribed course in childbirth 
with their wives and also are in the delivery 
room when the baby is born. 

Classes include hospital procedure in 
maternity cases, pregnancy information such as 
breastfeeding, nature of labor through birth, 
diet, and visits to delivery rooms and infant 
intensive care units. 

The eight-week course has about 50 husbands 
and wives. Classes are held every Tuesday 6:30 
p.m. — 8:30 p.m. in Mercy College of Nursing 
auditorium, with Sister Mary Peter, RN, as 
coordinator. 

THE COURSE fosters a ‘‘team effort’’ bet- 
ween the couple and medical staff, explains 
Sister Peter. ‘“‘This course is an example of the 
hospital reaching out into the community. 

‘This is a unique hospital situation because the 
staff meets the patient and family prior to 
coming into the hospital, and we use our own 
resources and staff to teach the class.’’

FROM A ‘“‘junkie”’ at 14 to 
leader of a church folk music 
group at 17 is only three 
years — but it’s a whole new 
life for George Coleman. 


A priest took a chance with 
him — twice, a girl kept her 
faith in him and a Search for 
Christian Maturity weekend 
showed him the way. 


“I finally realized that 
people cared about me,” 
George says. ‘‘If people can 
care and be concerned for 
me like that, then there’s no 
sense in me taking it 
(drugs).”’ 


GEORGE AND his folk 
group — two boys and five 
girls, all teenagers — sing 
and play (guitars and per- 
cussion) at the 9 a.m. and 
7:30 p.m. Sunday Masses at 
Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart church, San Diego. 


He is lead singer and 
guitarist and assists in the 
formation of the church’s 
other liturgical music. He 
recently helped form a folk 
group for the church’s 12:45 
p.m. Sunday Mass in 
Spanish. 

“T was about 14 and in 
public school when I got my 
first marijuana smoke from 
a friend,’ he says. “I didn’t 
feel it much.” 


BUT THIS led to more 
drugs — speed, caps, reds 
and other pills, paid for by a 
paper route.

“Somebody told me they 
were looking for a guitarist 
and I went.” 


Father Gerald DeLuney, 
associate at the parish then, 
had formed a folk group and 
took George in. He also took 
an interest in George who 
played with the group and . 
began taking instructions in 
Catholicism. He had a 
Lutheran background but 
was not much of a church- 
goer. 


GEORGE remembers the 
date well — on March 29, 
1970, Easter Sunday, he 
made his affirmation of faith 
as a convert to the Catholic 
Church. 

“IT accepted Jesus,’”’ says 
George. 

But that didn’t stop him 
from using drugs. He had 
more school trouble at 
Hoover high, was suspended 
for about two weeks. 

“I WENT TO live with my 
sister in Tacoma (Wash.),”’

rise in numbers but 
fallin percentage 


NEW YORK (RNS) — 
There were 48,390,990 
Catholics in the U.S. in 1971, 
a gain of 176,261 over 1970. 


But the percentage of 
Catholics in the country’s 
total population (205 million) 
dropped from 23.5 to 23.3. 


These and other annual 
Catholic statistics are from 
the 1972 Official Catholic 
Directory issued by P. J. 
Kenedy and Sons of New 
York. 


THE DIRECTORY 
reported decreases in nearly 
every other major category, 
including number of Catholic 
students, schools, teachers, 
priests and religious, bap- 
tisms and converts. 


There was an overall 
decrease in the number of 
educational institutions — 
580 fewer than in 1970. 


Fulltime teaching staffs of 
all schools decreased by 
11,911, with 1,104 fewer 
priests; 612 fewer Brothers; 
7,707 fewer nuns, and 2,608 
fewer lay teachers. 


THERE WAS an increase 
of 120 scholastics (teaching 
seminarians). 


There are 361,910 fewer 
children in elementary and 
high schools. 


A decrease of 740 in priests 
brings the total to 57,421; 
there are now 36,727 
diocesan priests and 20,694 
-eligious order priests. 


THE LARGEST 
population increases were by 


the Boston archdiocese, 
103,684; the Los Angeles 
archdiocese, 48,768; the 
Detroit archdiocese, 31,747; 
the El] Paso, Tex., diocese, 
26,331, and the Youngstown, 
Ohio, diocese, 26,216. 


Brooklyn, N.Y., is still the 
largest diocese with 
1,486,360. In addition, nine 
Sees reported Catholic 
populations of over 500,000, 
including San Diego. 


THE DIRECTORY lists 
304 members of the Catholic 
hierarchy — an increase of 
nine. 


In contrast, professed 
religious include 9,740 
Brothers, a decrease of 416, 
and 146,914 Sisters, a decline 
of 6,731. 


There are 17,670 parishes 
with resident pastors, and 
589 parishes which have no 
clergy — an overall increase 
of 15 parishes for a record 
total of 18,259.

considers new services 


Boys Town 


OMAHA (RNS) — Wide- 
ranging research into new 
ways in which Boys Town 
can serve youth was 
recommended by a com- 
mittee representing the 
Catholic-sponsored in- 
stitution’s board of directors. 


One recommendation was 
that Boys Town, founded in 
1917 to serve ‘“‘homeless and 
neglected boys,’’ consider 
extending its field of ac- 


_ tivities to deal with the 


problems of girls. 


It said that studies un- 
dertaken should recognize 
that ‘‘similar problem 
areas”’ exist among girls in 
the same age bracket. 


THE REPORT came on 
the heels of a_ recent 
disclosure that Boys Town 
has a net worth of around 
$209 million and that its 
annual income from interest 
and donations was ‘‘more 
than five times as much as it 


spends to take care of its 
boys.” 


DECLARING that “the 
youth of the United States is 
in trouble’ and that ‘‘con- 
tributions in the future will 
need to parallel those of the 
past to support the 
aggressive program en- 
visioned by this committee,”’ 
the study group recom- 
mended that Boys Town: 

— Seek proposals from the 
Creighton-Nebraska. Uni- 
versities Health Founda- 
tion and from_ several 
other universities to ‘‘do 
major research into root 
causes and problem areas 
that create the homeless and 
unfortunate boy.”’ 


— Proceed immediately to 
establish research chairs at 
several U.S. universities ‘‘of 
sufficient monetary value... 
to acquire outstanding 
scholars (to devote their 
energies) toward research 
in the field of service 
covered by Boys Town.”

TORONTO, Ont., (RNS) —

operation, Father Edward 
Madigan, 51, told newsmen,

smoke, the parish priest of 
St. Monica’s church added: 
“It’s great to be alive on 
your second birthday.”’ 


One of three surviving 
Canadian heart transplant 
cases, Father Madigan was 
dying of heart disease and 
had been given six months to 
live when the transplant 
from Marlene James, an 
Anglican, saved him. 


THE GIRL had died after 
a car accident in 1970. She 
had donated her eyes to the 
local eye bank and _ her 
parents said Father 
Madigan could have her 
heart.

VATICAN CITY (RNS) — L’Osservatore 
Romano, Vatican City’s daily newspaper,
